Washington, D. C., April 19.—[Spectal.}—A 
gensation has been caused among gov- 
ernment financiers over the statement made 
by Senator Aldrich in the tariff debate today 
that the United States probably had reached 
the end of its ability to borrow money at 2 
per cent and that authority should be given 
to the secretary of the treasury to pay a 
higher rate of interest. 

Senator Aldrich is an experienced finan- 
cler. He generally knows what he is talk- 
ing about, and although he has been affill- 
ated with the great corporations to fn extent 
which has made him unpopular with the 
masses and although his relations with the 
Rockefellers have identified him with the 
great Standard Oil system of banks, rail- 
roads, and manufacturing enterprises, it is 
none the less true that any such statement 
coming from such a source should be re- 

celved by the people and given most careful 
consideration. 

There probably will be a good many who 
will be ready to say that the warning of 3 
per cent government bonds, or at least some- - 

thing fractionally above the present rate of 
2 per cent, merely means that the Rocke- 
fellers, Morgans, Harrimans, and other cap- 
tains of finance have concluded they will not 
lend the government any more money ex- 
Sept at an advanced rate. 


Small Explanation Regretted. 

For some reason best known to himself, 
Senator Aldrich did not expatiate on what 
a number of statesmen have come to be- 
lieve to be his prediction of a prospective 
decline in the govermment credit, and there 
is a general regret expressed that he did 
not pay more attention to the subject, which 
fe certain to arouse the most violent dis- 
cussion in the country. 

Senator Aldrich’s suggestion in regard to 
the increased rates of interest on govern- 
ment bonds, which was brought in in con- 
nection with the proposed issue for the Pan- 
@ma canal, was contained in the following 
paragraph: a 

“kegislation also will required in the 
pending bill to change the character of the 
bonds which may be issued. Existing tegis- 
aten only authorizes the issue of 2 per 

cent bonds, which must be sold at not less 

than far. These could only be purchased | 
by or for the national banks. It would not 
be possible to sell a considerable amount 
of bonds of this character at par. It there- 
fore Will be necessary to authorize the sec- 

Tetary of the treasury to sell bonds of a 
diferent class. Bonds redeemable at the 
pleasure of the government after a few years 
undoubtedly could be sold at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 8 per cent, and the necessary author- 
iy could be given in this bill for their issue.” 


Idea Fails in Popularity. 

So far as members of congress have gone in 
Giscussing this unexpected statement. it 
does not appear to be popular, and belief is 
generally expressed that it would be a fatal 
political move for the administration at its 
outset, under the stress of no financial panic 
or great necessity, to turn back to an inter- 
est rate which has not existed on govern- 
ment bonds for nearly ten years. 

It may be true, as Senator Aldrich says, 
that but a small amount more of the 2 per 
cent bonds can be floated by the government. 
If that is a fact, however, it should be an ar- 
Sument for a rigid cutting down of the con- 
gressfonal appropriations which Mr. Al- 
drich has stamped as woefully extravagant. 
The coupon 2 per cent bonds, due in 1930, are 
now at a premium of something around 2 
per cent. The 2 per cent Panama bonds 
command a premium of over 1 cent on the 
dollar at the present time. There is now 
outstanding a total of over $60,000,000 of the 
8 per cent bonds issued in 1898 as a war 
loan. They bear 3 per cent interest and are 
redeemable now at the pleasure of the gov- 
ernment. , | 

Besides those securities, there now is out- 
Standing a total of nearly $120,000,000 of the 
unfortunate loans negotiated by President 
Cleveland in 1895 and 1896. They now are 
Selling at a premium of about 20 cents on 
the dollar, because they are not redeemable 
for more than fifteen years, while the 3 per 
dent bonds, being redeemable at the pleasure 
of the government, sell at about the same 
Tate as the 2 per cent, which are not re- 

_ @emable until 1930.

It is important that the agency used to 
kill flies that get inte your home be non- 
poisonous or not dangerous to human beings. 
Especially is this true in homes where there 
are children. A 7 per cent solution of 
bichromate of potassium made up with 
water and sweetened with sugar, and placed 
in shallow dishes throughout the house, will 
kill the flies and will not harm the children 
should they get hold of it. This is cheap 
and may be obtained at any drug store. A 
2 per cent solution of cobalt chloride may 
be used. It is nonpoisonous, but is more 
expensive and hard to obtain. 

Spraying ponds of water with kerosene 
will destroy the larvae of mosquitoes, and 
used in the same way in garbage boxes will 
destroy the larvae of flies.

VIOLATING LAWS, 


International “Caught with 
Goods,” Having Three Sets 
of Movable Scenery; Is 
Allowed None.

NEW YORK PULL ALLEGED 


Big Tim“ Sullivan Said to Have 
Helped Local Managers Take 
Chance in Violation of 
Ordinances, 


‘With the memorial roll of 600 men, women, 
and children who died in the Iroquois fire 
till before Chicagoans, the management of 
the International theater, 401 Wabash ave- 
nue, has “taken a chance” by deliberately 
using movable scenery in defiance of the city 
ordinance which provides that, as a class 4 
theater, it is subject to immediate closure 
by the police if other than stationary scenery 
is used. 

Following discovery of the unlawful prac- 
tices and a warning to mend their ways, the 
managers presented the show within three 
hours at night with movable scenery. Chief 
of Police Shippy, before this last violation 
occurred, had stated that he would confer 
| with Fire Chief Horan this morning, and 
that the theater might lose its license. 

Admit They Are Violators. 

A reporter for THE TRIBUNE caught the 
theater people with the goods yesterday 
afternoon and secured an admission of guilt. 

Fred W. Busey, representative of the 
show, did the admitting after the reporter 
and Building Inspector B. F. Kelling had

stacked on the stage. He also admitted that 
under date of April 10 he received a com- 
munication addressed to himself and Ellis 
Glickman, manager of the theater, stating 
that the place would be closed if other than 
stationary scenery was used. 

Lastly, he admitted being a good friend of 
Big Tim Sullivan of New York, whose 
arm was rumored to have reached to Chicago 
to help out himself and Al” Woods. 


Denies “Pull” from New York. 
That Big Tim figured in the viola- 
tion of the ordinance without let or 
hindrance was denied by Busey. He 
maintained humbly that the ordinance 
and the written orders of the building 
and fire department heads were disregarded 
simply in the hope that the disregarders 
would not be caught. What the fireman on 
duty at the theater was doing instead of re- 
porting the use of movable scenery Busey 
failed to explain. He simply followed the 
usual course of violators of the theater ordi- 
nance by promising to be good when caught. 
The reporter gave his information about 
the International to Building Commissioner 
Campbell, who promptly. said that if the law 
was being violated he did not know how it 
came about. 

I will have it looked up and give you a 
full report on it tomorrow,” said the commis- 
sioner. ‘‘ Fire Marshal Horan and I gave 
strict orders to respect the ordinance.”’ 

The reporter requested the assignment of 
Inspector Kelling to accompany him on 4 
tour of investigation at once and the com- 
missioner agreed to the proposition. First, 
however, Inspector Kelling displayed the 
files. ‘ 

Letter to Theater Managers. 

One letter, under date of April 8, addressed 
to the managers, contained instructions re- 
garding the theater in certain specific details 
which apperently were complied with. An- 
other under date of April 10 was as follows: 

“Ellis Glickman and Fred W. Busey, 
Managers International theater: 

Tou are hereby notified as managers of 
the International theater, Wabash avenue 
and Hubbard court, that a license has been 
granted to operate said theater as a class 4 
theater restricted to stationary scenery 
only. If movable scenery is used the house 
will be ordered closed. 

** MurRDOCcCK CAMPBELL, 
Building Commissioner. 
* JaMEes HORAN, Fire Marshal.” 

Under the same date the following letter 
was sent to the chief of police: 

„George M. Shippy: 

„Dear Sir — Please allow International 
theater, Wabash avenue and Hubbard court, 
to open as @ class 4 house only.

The letter was signed by Commissioner 
Campbell and Marsha! Horan. 


Hard to Find Managers.

Tou are permitted to use only one set of 
scenery. If you use more you will be closed,”’ 
said the inspector.

SMUGGLERS NOW BID $260,000 


Big Sum Offered to Customs Offi- 
cers to Stop Prosecution. 


LOEB STILL REFUSES IT. 


Wealthy Women Thought Involved in 
Plot to Cheat Nation. 


New York, April 19.—[Special.]—The two 
lawyers representing the unnamed clients 
who offered Harrison Osborne, solicitor to 
Collector of the Port Loeb, $100,000 if the 
customs authorities would turn over the re- 
cently seized gowns and laces and guarantee 
not to prosecute have put up a still stronge~ 
proposition. i 

They are willing to admit their clients are 
guilty and that the total foreign value of all 
the goods which they expected to get in by 
the use of sleepers (trunks without ad- 
dresses and unaccompanied by owners) is 
about $100,000. They are willing to pay this 
amount into the coffers of Uncle Sam, like- 
wise the duty on the finery of 60 per cent, or 
$60,000, and $100,000 additional, which is the 
limit of the fine their clients might have to 
pay if they are prosecuted criminally. What 
they want is not to be prosecuted and to get 
the gowns. 

Hunt for Plotters Continues. 

Naturally Collector Loeb rejected the pro- 
posal. He refused today to say what he 
thought about the persons behind it, but itis 
said all the talent of the custom house will 
be brought into play to discover who put up 
the capital for the actual smugglers. The 
‘gleuths would like to know the whereabouts 
of the other $48,000 worth of gowns, chiefly 
of the princess and empire patterns, which 
the customs men infer were shipped to some 
American port and haven't been seized. 

The fear the prisoners under arrest for 
assisting in the smuggling at th end of 
the route may turn state’s evidence is what 
inspired the two lawyers, each representing 
a different firm, to see if they could not 
compromise the case with the government. 
The customs men have no inkling of the 
identity of the principals. The federal grand 
jury has the case under consideration and 
it is hinted that something startling might 
come from its investigation. 


Thinks Wealthy Women Involved. 

United States District Attorney Wise went 
to Washington today to confer with the 
treasury Officials on the subject. 

A customs official who has been familiar 
with the ways of smugglers for many years 
eaid today he believed no big firm of im- 
porters was involved in the smuggling of the 
gowns and laces. He said it was probable 
that the guilty persons were individual deal - 
ers and may be some well to do women or 
their husbands who worked through dress- 
makers and baggagemen on this e of the 
sea. ) 

Théy were willing to put up a large amount 
of money rather than suffer the disgrace of 
having their nantes made public in connec- 
tion with the smuggling. 

Part of the gowns and finery that were 
geized here is at the custom house and will 
be offered for sale some day next week.

Young Sherry quit college more than a year 
ago.

His father told him he would 
either have to go to school or go to work. 

„Well, Tu go to work, then,“ the young 
man replied. 

Through William E. Corey of the United 
States Steel corporation, a friend of Mr. 
Sherry’s, the youngster was sent to Gary, 
Ind. The father gave orders that his son was 
to be given as much hard labor as he could 
stand. 

I guess he'll be back in a few days,” said 
Mr. Corey. When it comes to working in 
the steel mills, these college boys don't last 
long.” - 

The youthful scion of the Sherry wealth 
buckled down a year ago last March. Since 
then he has spent most of his time shoveling 
cinders. He lived at one of the rooming 
houses in Gary, carried his lunch to the mills 
in a little tin bucket, and practically became 
one of the laborers at the plant. 

The young man, it is said, accumulated no 
bad habits during his employment at the 
mills, and every night he was to be found at 
the rooming house, studying books on steel 
and engineering.

Former Judge Expires Suddenly at His

Former Judge Leroy Delano Thoman died 
of heart disease last night at his home, 1039 
Forest avenue, Evanston.

Chicago Detectives Seek Captors 
orf St. Loufs Tad Here. 


WOMAN IS AID IN QUEST. 


Instructions of Letter Carried Out, 
but No One Appears. 


Acting on information from the St. Louis 
police that the kidnapers of James Shepard 
Cabanne were supposed to be in this city, 
two of Capt. O' Brien's detectives, assisted 
by a woman, chased a will o' the wisp for 
more than an hour last night in Van Buren 
street. 

A letter that was sent from Chicago to 
the child's grandparents at St. Louls, de- 
manding $10,000 ransom for the boy’s return, 
was the cause of the search for the kid- 
napers. According to instructions given in 
the letter, a woman stood in front of the 
Van Buren hotel, Van Buren and Sherman 
streets, with a box supposed to contain the 
ransom money. She waited from 9 o’clodk 
until 9:15 and then walked east, as the let- 
ter instructed her, to State street. 

Detectives Blaul and O’Brien were watch- 
ing her from across the street, ready to 
pounce upon anybody who accosted her to 
take the box that she carried under her arm. 

Upon reaching State street the woman 
doubled back to the hotel, where she again 
waited fifteen minutes for somebody to ad- 
dress her with the password which was to 
identify the writer of the letter as a member 
of the kidnapers’ band. 


Detectives Suspect a Hoax. 

She probably would stili be standing in 
front of the hotel with the box of brown paper 
under her arm if the detectives had not 
tumdied that they were the victimes of & 
hoax. During the hour that the hunt was on 
for the kidnapers no one came within ten feet 
of the woman with thé package or stage 
money, and she, too, decided that some one 
was playing a trick on them. 

‘The woman went home and the detectives, 
giving each other the laugh, went to a quiet 
back room, where they taixea rr over. 

The letter was postmarked at the main 
postoffice on Sunday and was sent by special 
delivery to Mrs. Julia Cabanne, 5865 Cabanne 
avenue, St. Louis. On receiving it, early yes- 
terday morning, Mrs. Cabanne turned it over 
to the St. Louis police. Capt. O’Brien was 
notified by telegraph ot the contents of the 
letter, which was returned to Chicago by the 
first mall. He received it later in the after- 
noon. 

“We have James Shepard Cabanne,“ the 
letter is purported to have said, and will 
restore him to you for $10,000. The money 
must be in bills of $5, $10, and $20 denomina- 
ton. 

Letter Gives Careful Instructions. 

Instructions were given as to how the 
money was to be turned over to the kidnap- 
ers, and the spot designated was in front of 
the hotel in Van Buren street. 

Capt. O’Brien was skeptjcal as to the letter 
coming from the kidnapers, but he carried out 
the instructions of the St. Louis police. It is 
not believed that the boy Is in Chicago.

But this much is cer- 
tain: Murad, soon after the suicide of his 
maniac uncle, was striken with mental de- 
pression, perhaps brain fever, and.a commis- 
sion of doctors, with Abdul Hamid's physi- 
elan at its head, déclared that he was hope- 
lessly insane. 4 | 

The sheik ul Islam, the religious head of 
the Moslem world, thereupon declared 3 
regency, and it is as regent for his brother 
Murad that Abdul Hamid went on the 
throne. : 

The incarceration of the elder brother took 
place “at the end of August, 1876. At that 
time a frightful struggle was going on among 
the Balkan mountains between the Christian 
Slavs and the Moslem Turks. The world 
rang with the tale of the Bulgarian atroci- 
ties which filled all northern Turkey with 
a carnival of cruelty and destruction. Mean- 
while whispers were rife through Constan- 
tinople that Murad V. had completely recov- 
ered his health and mind and that his brother 
Abdul Hamid was guilty of the high crime 
of usu tion. 

To stréngthen himself, to disarm his crit- 
ics and enemies, Hamid determined to 
declare a constitution. He made lavish pro- 
fessions of modernism and love of liberty, 
declaring in 1876: The welfare of the Turk- 
ish empire lies wholly in the full and sincere 
application of the constitution.“ A Turk- 
ish parliament met twice, in 1877 and 1878, 
for sessions of several months. 


Hamid Plots to Hold Throne. 

In it all creeds were equally represented— 
Moslem, Greek Orthodox, Roman Catholics, 
Armenian Catholics, Protestants, and Jews— 
a motley gathering of the score of races that 
make up the huge Turkish empire on three 
continents. The debates were intelligent, 
temperate, patriotic, and Turkey seemed des- 
tined to take her place among the constitu- 
tional monarchies of the world. But all this 
time Abdul Hamid was plotting, filled with 
dread that the throne he had so hardly gained 
would vanish as suddenly as it had appeared. 

Russia watched the turmoil in the Balkan 
peninsula with mixed feelings. On the one 
hand all that was noblest in Russia desired to 
free the southern Slavs from oppression and 
cruelty. On the other hand, there was an old 
ambition to seize Constantinople, and, among 
the obscurantist reactionaries. a hearty det- 
estation of the Turkish parliament. 

The nobler side of Russian feeling led to a 
declaration of war against Turkey in the 
spring of 1877 and to the final and complete 
defeat of the armies of Turkey. 


Rule of Despotism Begins. 

The parliament at Constantinople was pro- 
rogued and Abdul Hamid began to reign as 
a despot, nding his great power primarily 
to securing his tenure of the throne. The 
Turkish parllament stands prorogued, and 
in theory and in law the constitution which 
Abdul Hamid had sworn to protect has re- 
mained in force throughout the whole period 
since 187 

The Berlin\treaty in the summer of 1878 
dismembered the Turkish empire, but Abdul 
Hamid seems to have taken rather lightly the 
loss of so much of his empire or his brother's 
empire. ‘The treaty had recognized him as 
the ruler of Turkey. He had got rid of his 
parliament. And in all ways his position 
was strengthened rather than weakened by

If 
that is the: case, a few persons who under- 
stand his operations are wondering why he 
has been working his force in Chicago and 
at other primary points night and day for 
months trying to dispose of his cash wheat 
holdings. 


wheat end of Patten’s busin reluctantly 
admitted yesterday that he had been work- 
ing early and late for the last three months 
trying to sell as. much wheat as possible. 
His story is an interesting sidelight on the 
great wheat deal which is in progress, and 
incidentally reveals the enormous machinery 
at Patten's command. 

es, it is true I have been work my 
head off trying to dispose of all te cau 
wheat I could,” said this Patten employé. 
Mr. Patten has agents in all of the primary 
markets, and they have all been working to 
the same end. 
4 Our instructions, however, have been not 
to sell any wheat in the primary markets, 
and we have been compelled to search out 
consumers and buyers in remote places, our 
object being to reduce the amount of wheat 
in the primary markets as much as possible. 


Getting Wheat Out of Way. 


The situa about like this: the more 
wheat we can geaut of the way—that is to 
say, the more we call sell in places where 
there is no chance of its being shipped back 
to be delivered on contracts—the safer Mr. 
Patten will be in carrying through his deal. 
It has been pretty hard work to get rid ot 
this wheat in places where we could be sure 
it would not get back into circulation again, 
but we have been at it since the first of the 
year and in the aggregate have got rid of a 
good many million bushels.” 4 

Why are millers raising the price of flour? 
That is another question which ‘the grain 
men are beginning to ask themselves. One 
of the largest cash grain houses in the coun- 
try has just received a report from a man 
who has spent the last thirty days investi- 
gating this situation. 

The millers in the northwest are well sup- 
plied with grain,“ says this report. Most of 
the large millers have supplies on hand suf- 
ficient to carry them through to next August 
or September, and in St. Louis, Chicago, and 
the winter wheat country I find that the 
millers generally can go until the new crop 
begins to move without buying another 
bushel. 8

Thousands of Spies Guard. 

The strangling of Midhat struck the key- 
note of a long reign of terror. An army of 
spies, with spies to spy on them, was gath- 
ered around the timorous tyrant at Yildiz, 
and a large body of special! troops was quar- 
tered in the barracks round his palace, a 
mixed host of Albanians under Turkish offi- 
cers and Turks under Albanian officers, each 
section being well paid to report on every 
movement of the other. 

The best men among the score of peoples 
governed from Constantinople, whether of 
Greek, Slavonic, Armenian, or Semitic race, 
have long striven for good government in the 
modern sense, and the fight for liberty and 
cyilized rule has as long an array of mar- 
tyrs in Turkey as in any nation in the world. 
It is to this widespread liberal movement 
that the name of the Young Turk party is 
popularly given. 

The name Toung Turks is a paradox. 
Many of them are not Turks. Many of them 
are no longer young. They simply represent 
the best and most enlightened men of every 
race and creed in the sultan’s dominions, 
united in the desire to give their land a right- 
eous rule instead of a treacherous tyranny, 
and ambitious: to place Turkey among the 
foremost nations of the earth. 


Young Turks Force Constitution. 

For years they carried on their agitation, 
ceaselessly, fearlessly, with boundless self- 
sacrifice. At length, in July of last year, 
they forced the sultan to respect the constitu- 
tion and to convene a parliament. This 
body held its first meeting on Dec. 17 last, and 
with it came into power a ministry which 
was supposed to represent in a large measure 
the reform ideas of the Young Turks. In 
it, however, were some men of the old régime 
whose professed conversion to constitutional- 
ism. turned out to be a sham, and after a 
four months’ experiment the “ Young 
Turks on Tuesday last rose against the 
inauguration of a new oppression and started 
the movement of ‘* Young Turk troops to- 
ward the capital. 


WHO SENT ADANA MESSAGE? 


Oak Park Congregationalists Think Its 
Author Is Dr. Robert Chambers, 
Whom They Are Supporting. 


Members of the First Congregational 
church of Oak Park are confident that the 
Chambers who sent the Adana cablegram 
asking for help is Dr. Robert- Chambers, 
whom the church has been supporting in 
missionary work at Bardezag, a town about 
twenty miles from Constantinople. 

Doubters pointed out that Adana is 500 
miles from the Turkish capital, but the be- 
evers advanced a theory that Dr. Cham- 
bers had gone to Adana to help the mission- 
aries there in their danger. 

Dr. Robert Chambers until a few years ago 
was a representative of the Presbyterian 
m nary board of Canada. When he 
L the Congregational! board of the Unit- 
ed States his support was undertaken by 
the First Congregational church of Oak 
Park. He is 66 years old, and is assisted 
in his work by his two sons, John and Law- 
son, who conduct a high school and a branch 
of the Youtf§ Men's Christian association. 

Fears are expressed in the town of Somers. 
Wis., for the safety of the Rev. Lucius O. 
Lee of that town, a missionary in Asiatic 
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‘grinding no miore than they can sell, but at 
the same time they are all working to the 
utmost of their capacities to sell their flour at 
these high prices because of the elegant 
profit there is in it. To do this they are offer- 
ing premiums to salesmen and even to con- 
sumers, which they can well afford to do, be- 
cause they are selling flour on the basis of 
$1.25 Wheat. whereas the actual wheat they 
ground cost them even less than $1. 

There is no chance for the millers being 
in the market for wheat for some time. A 
few small millers who have contracts which 
they have to fill, who were not foresighted 
enough, or what is more probable did not 
have capital enough to make heavy pur- 
chases last fall, are buying a little wheat now 
and then, but these men are not looking for 
any new business, and would rather: shut 
down four or five days a week than grind 
wheat at these prices. 

For the present the millers are all anxious 
to help Patten keep the price up, as it gives 
them a chance to make exorbitant profits on 
flour, but if the present indications are fui- 
filled and the winter wheat crop is assured a 
large yield, the millers will exercise their 
hedges and will dump their surpius wheat on 
the market.“ 

The cash grain man was asked what the 
result of such action on the part of the millers 
would be upon the “* Patten corner.“ 

It will likely break Patten’s back.“ was 
his reply. 


Millers Like Banks in Panic. 

The position of the millers has 0 
plained to be similar to that of slow tacts 
during the financial panic a year and a half 
ago. They have controlled the surplus 
wheat, but they have kept it locked up in 
their bins, not knowing how high the pre- 
mium on it might go. 

Knowing this, James Patten has been 
¢hiefly concerned in corraling the floating 
supplies outside of the millers’ hands and 
getting it out of the way by merchandising 
it in places where it would not get back to 
the primary markets, or else by keeping it 
tied up in the elevators. By this means he 
has been able to create an apparent short- 
age, which has been the means of keeping 
the — of cash wheat high. 

According to statistics, the supply of 
stored in the principal sinwinatd ot the Unicon 
States was 151,000 barrels more on April 1 
than on the same date a year ago, and the 
stocks at thése same points, which include 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis 
Toledo, Baltimore, Detroit, Boston, Milwau- 
kee, and Duluth, increased 176,000 barrels 
in March. It is declared by statisticians that 
about 700,000 barrels of flour are stored in 
the United States, which is about 200,000 
more than the normal supply. 

The Daily Trade Bulletin estimates that 
less than one-fifth of the millers in the win- 
ter wheat section are not supplied with suffi- 
cient wheat to carry them through until the 
new crop comes in. 


Prices Bringing In Wheat. 

Latest reports from the northwest indicate 
that the high prices are bringing in wheat 
from the country. One house had the fol- 
lowing report: 

“ Receipts in the country are picking up 
materially, notwithstanding farmers are 
supposed to be busy seeding. One ‘line’ 
elevator company reported that their re- 
ceipts are from two to four thmes as much ks 
@ year ago.” 

Farmers in the northwest etates are said 
to be sowing every available inch of ground 
in wheat. A letter received from Ada, Minn. 
states that the wheat acreage there will de 
increased 100 per cent this spring, and thm 
some of the farmers are even sowing wheat 
in their front yards. | 

Frank Howard, a statistician on the board 
of trade, states that he believes the available 
supplies of wheat in this country are nearer 
163,000,000 bushels than 143,000,000 as esii- 
mated by the government.

Washington, D. C., April 19.— [Special.

STAMPEDE OF STEERS GIVES 
CITIZENS WILD WEST SHOW. 


Half of Jersey City Shot Up and Panic- 
Stricken by Struggle to Curb Cattle’s 
Dash for Freedom. 


New York, April 19.~— (Special. }—Jersey 
City was a well shot up’’ town this after- 
noon when the police and some citizens fin- 
ished the greatest steer chase in the history 
of the city. When the battle was over, two 
steers were dead in different parts of the city 
with enough lead in them to sink their car- 
casses; seven persons were injured, two seri- 
ously enough to go to a hospital; one store 
had fifteen bulletholes in it, and half the town 
smelled of powder. 

On séveral occasions they have had to go 
hunting steers in Jersey City, because it hap- 
pens to be the place where animals wind up 
their long journey from the plains to 
the abattoirs and naturally feel the 
need of exercise. Never before, how- 
ever, have twelve frisky bovines got 
loose at one time, and for just about an 
hour today half the police force abandoned 
all other work and joined the chase, business 
at the busiest center was suspended, and 
upon the heights women were barricaded in 
their homes. ' 

One of the seven victims of the mad tear 
of two steers who is in a serious condition is 
Madeline Sequara, ll.years old. One of the 
animals trampled on her as she was going 
home from school. She is suffering from 
severe internal injuries, and there is some 
fear for her life.

Subject to Legislative Action. 


These bills are a few among the many 
which have found their way out on the cal- 
endar and are subject to legislative action— 
not necessarily this week, although in a ma- 
jority of instances it is likely that a vote 
may be had. Having found their way out of 
committee, they will have to be treated by 
roll calls, unless the senate and house or- 
ganizations can be persuaded to hold them 
back and allow them to die of inactivity. 

The dentists of the state have been having 
some quiet fun with the physicians because 
while the latter were fighting the osteopathy 
bill in the house judiciary committee the 
senate committee reported out a bill creating 
a state board for osteopaths, and the senate 
passed it.

Oglesby will appoint the house and senate 
members of the commission which is to con- 
duct the inquiry. This commission has near- 
ly two years in which to make its report, 
which is to be given to the next genera) 
assembly. Representative Chiperfieid prob-, 
ably will be the head of the house commis- 
sion and in charge of the investigation.

WANT “FULL MEASURE” LAWS. 


City Sealer and Chicago Merchants Urge 
Acts Requiring Weight to Be Marked 
on Food Packages. 


City Sealer Kjellander and a committee 
from various retail and wholesale merchants’ 
associations started for Springfield last night 
to urge the.legislature to pass the three bills 
aimed at manufacturers of food products and 
at packers of fruit and vegetables.

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MILK DRIVERS LOSE DEMANDS 


Dealers Refuse Higher Wages at 
Meeting of Committees. 


FEW TIPS VEX WAITRESSES. 


May Go on Strike June 1 Unless Their 
Pay Is Increased. 


More than 1,700 milk drivers in Chicago 
may go on a strike this week as a result of 
the refusal of the milk dealers to grant their 
demands for an increased wage scale. Com- 
mittees from the drivere and the employers 
met at the Wellington hotel yesterday and, 
after several hours’ argument, the meeting 


was adjourned without any agreement being 


reached. 

“The milk dealers have refused to grant 
our demand for higher wages and it looks like 
we could do nothing else now but strike, said 
dne of the union leaders. We mean busi- 
ness and we are going to show them that we 
a." J 

A strike of the milk dealers, it is said, will 
practically tie up the milk supply of Chicago. 
The dealers have anticipated the action of 
the drivers and are preparing to put up a 
strenuous defense in the event that the driv- 
ers walk out. 

At the meeting during the day the dealers 
offered the drivers a four year agreement, 
based on a wage scale of $17.50 a week for the 
first year and $18 a week for the remaining 
three years. The union refused to accept 
this agreement and demanded a scale of $18 
a week, to begin immediately. 


Tips Scarce; Waitresses May Strike. 

A scarcity of tips, combined with long 
hours and hard work, may cause several 
hundred waitresses, members of the Wait- 
resses’ union, to go on a strike about the 
ist of June unless the restaurant proprietors 
decide to grant them an increase in wages. 

The wage question is to be presented and 
discussed at the next meeting of the union, 
and it is declared that the young women 
members will vote unanimously for an in- 
creased scale. It is said that Miss Anna 
Willard and Miss Lizzie Malonie, president 
and secretary of the union, already have 
prepared plans which, if sanctioned by the 
organization, will be submitted to the em- 
ployers. 

The principal reason the young women give 
for their demands for higher wages is that 
they receive so few tips that they are com- 
pelled to depend entirely on the money paid 
them by the restaurant proprietors. 


Some of the Waiters Prosperous. 

The waiters of the different restaurants re- 
ceive fromi $10 to $15 a week wages—and tips. 
It is declared that some of the waiters in the 
loop district in tips alone make from $20 to 
$30 a week. Several of the downtown res- 
taurants are such rich fields that many wait- 
ers have been known to pay certain large 
sums for their employment. 

“Now, it’s different with the girls who 
work in restaurants, said one of the union 
women. None of us get anywhere near the 
wages that are paid to waiters. 

„While the people who patronize the res- 
taurants where girls are employed are gen- 
erally business men and clerks who could af- 
ford to tip if they wanted to, they seem to 
think that it is not necessary to give us an 
extra 10 cents or a quarter after their meals. 
But if these same people went into one of the 
places where waiters are employed they 
would think nothing of.giving a tip for good 


service. So you see we have to depend on our 


wages for a living.“ a? 
At present, under the existing scale, the 
waitresses are paid $6.50 a week for six hours 
work, $4 for three hours’ work, and $S and $9 
for ten hours’ work. It is said that an aver- 
age increase of 50 cents a week will be asked.

The demand for postal savings banks with 
an interest rate of 2 per cent, which congress 
will be forced to listen to next winter, as it 
has been forced this spring into tariff revision 
against its will, shows pretty clearly the 
amount of money which actually is waiting 
for investment with government security be- 
hind it. 

The Panama bonds issued mus far have 
been for too short a terifl. A general loan of 
the consol type, with an interest rate of not 
over 2 per cent, and with amounts which 
might possibly be split up much below the 
usual $1,000 minimum, probably could be put 
out in this country with a facility which the 


\government financiers are not at presen ap- 


preciating. 

Members Prefer Higher Tariff. 
If it is going to be necessary hereafter to 
pay 3 per centgon government bonds, most 
of the members of congress will prefer to 
vote for a tariff bill which will contain 
sources of revenue so abundant as to make 
any future bond issue unnecessary for a 
long time to come. It is remembered here 
with some acuteness that for a long time the 

national banks declared it would be suicidal 
to ask them to pay interest on government 
deposits, so long as they. were compelled to 


put up securities. 


Many of the bankers declared that if an 
interest rate of as much as 1 per cent were 
required they would forthwith be obliged to 
return their government deposits. The re- 
sult would be, they said, that a large sum 
would be taken out of general circulation and 
left idle in the treasury vaults. 

Im spite of these forebodings the last cur- 
rency law provided for the payment by the 
banks of 1 per cent on all government money 
above that required for the ordinary trans- 
action of government business. No appre- 
ciable amount of government money has 
flowed back into the treasury vaults because 
of this interest requirement. 

The humble financiers in congress, there- 
fore, figure out that if a bank is willing to 
pay 1 per cent on government money which 
it is required to secure by the deposit of 
valuable collateral and which may be called 
for at any time on demand, the general in- 
vesting public and the banks themselves 
would be entirely willing to pay 2 per cent 
on government bonds running for twenty- 
five or thirty years. 


Long. Term Insures Value. 
Most of the people in congress, therefore, 
are inclined to believe that Senator Aldrich 
either was unduly alarmed or else that he 
advocates an extension of the redemption 
period instead of an advance in the interest 
rate. The senator says that bonds redeem- 
able at the pleasure of the government after 
a few years could easily be floated at 8 per 
cent. If that be so, a bond not redeemable 
within twenty or thirty years ought to be a 
good investment at some little ways above 


par. : 

The trouble with the Panama bonds issued 
In 1906~and 1908 seems to have been that 
they are short term bonds running for only 
ten years. It is generally believed here 
that if the new bonds are not made redeem- 
able before 1985 or 1046, they will be snapped 
up with the utmost eagerness by banks and 
the investing public at a 2 per cent rate, 
which would relieve the administration from 
the political embarrassment of going back 
to an interest rate which has not prevailed 
on government bonds in this country since 
the time of the Spanish war, when securities 
were sold at a rate which cut down the in- 
terest charge practically to the 2 per cent 
basis. 

It is said over on the house side of the 
eapito] that no provision for increasing the 
rate on government bonds to 8 per cent can, 
by any possibility, be enacted into law at 
this session. 


WEATHER SHARP HAS SCHEME 
FOR MILWAUKEE FORECASTS. 


Major Hersey Declares Predictions for 
Brewers’ City Can Be Based on Tem- 
perature of Lake Water. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 19.—[Special.]—To 
test Lake Michigan water and thereby get 
the information necessary to forecast Mil- 
waukee weather is the plan preposed by Maj. 
H. B. Hersey, weather bureau inspect6r at 
this point. He says the securing of necessary 
data will be a work requiring at least three 
years’ experiment, and then there will be 
every hope of making successful long dis- 
tance forecasts. 

Maj. Hersey says there is no oubt that the 
water of the lake controls the temperature of 
the city, and his proposition is to ascertain 
the temperature of the water at the surface, 
twenty-five feet below the surface, and fifty 
feet, under varying conditions for three suc- 
cessive seasons. 

The project, Maj. Hersey says, could be 
carried out through an appropriation from 
the weather bureau at Washington, and if 


work could be undertaken at otfler points on 
the great lakes.

ECONOMY ASKED BY HIM. 
Deficit Can Be Wiped Out, Sena- |‘ 
tor Declares, if Congress 
Ends Waste. 


Washington, D. C., April 19.—The tariff de- 
bate was opened in the senate today when 


Senator Aldrich reviewed at length the pend- | 


ing message, which had been reported from 
the committee on finance. He received prac- 
tically no interruption throughout his re- 
marks, which were listened to not only by 
every senator but by Speaker Cannon and 
members of the hause of representatives, | 
who visited the chamber. 

Upon concluding the reading of his pre- 
pared statement Mr. Aldrich launched upon 
a criticism of amendments proposed by Mr. 
Daniel for a tax on the grosg receipts of cor- 
porations and by Mr. Baify for a tax on 
incomes, each of which, he said, would im- 
pose $60,000,000 of taxes. He was sufprised 
to hear of such propositions because he re- 
eealled the statements of his Democratic 
ancestors respecting the purposes of the 
Democratic party to pursue rigid economy. 

Senator Aldrich assured the senate that 
the bill reported from the committee on 
finance would produce ample revenue for the 
government. He suggested that if by any 
possibility these estimates should prove to be 
incorrect the duty of congress would be to 
“reduce expenditures and make them con- 
form to actual revenue conditions and not to 
impose new and onerous taxes.” 


Sees Increase of $9,934,426. 

The net increase from customs over the 
existing law was estimated by Mr. Aldrich at 
$11,666,748 for the Payne bill as passed by the 
house and $9,984,426 under the bill as reported 
from the senate committee. 

Being interrupted by Mr. Bailey, who sug- 
gested that he knew.the senator from Rhode 
Island would not wish to misrepresent him, 
Mr. Aldrich said he would reply to the sen- 
ator’s suggestion that the tariff schedules be 
reduced to offset the $60,000,000 to be raised 
by an income tax. That could be done, he 
said, only by making some of the duties pro- 
hibitive or by putting them on the free list, 
as the mere reduction of the rates would re- 
sult in increasing revenue. He charged the 
Democratic leaders with proposing taxes that 
would be an additional ie to ex- 
travagance. 

Senator Daniel, the senior minority mem- 
ber of the committee on finance, followed 
Senator Aldrich and laid down the general 
line of opposition that will be made to the 
pending measure by the Democrats. 


Substance of Aldrich Statement. 

After declaring that the bill as it now 
stands will provide enough revenue to meét 
the expenses of the government without the 
imposition of additional taxes, Mr. Aldrich 
submitted statements showing the receipts, 
disbursements, surpluses, and deficits, actual 
and estimated, of the treasury for the fiscal 
years 1900 to 1911, inclusive. His estimates 
for the fiscal years 1908 to 1911, inclusive, 
were as follows:

In these statements both the receipts 
and disbursements for the Panama canal 
have been eliminated for obvious reasons.“ 
continued Mr. Aldrich. “ It is the policy of 
congress, Which I think has universal ap- 
proval, that payments for the canal and 
its construction should not be made from 
current revenues but met by the sale of 
bonds. The figures I submit include all re- 
celpts and disbursements except those of the 
postoffice department and the Panama canal, 
but the postal deficiencies are included in 
all cases in the disbursements.” 


Treasury Experts Furnish Data. 

Mr. Aldrich explained that he arrived ag 
his estimates from data secured in consulta- 
tion with treasury experts. 

Taking the present fiscal year for ex- 
amination, first we have the actual figures 
for nine and one-half months, which are: 
Receipts, $468,042,873; disbursement $533,- 
986,815, showink a deficit of $65,943,942,” he 
continued. I have taken the disburse- 
ments of $533,986,815 for nine and one-half 
months and estimated those for the succeed- 
ing two and one-half months on the same 
basis, reaching the result of $674,5090,680. 

“The customs receipts for the remaining 
two and one-half months of the year 1909 
probably will be collected under the terms 
of existing law. 

In making the estimates of receipts of the 
year. 1909 the actual receipts and disburse- 
ments for the first nine and one-half months 
being unavailable, ( > figures for the re- 
maining two and cne-half months are 
based on these ascertained results and 
indicate receipts for the year of $605,047,230. 
Tbe figures, which must be nearly accurate, 
show an estimated deficit at the end of the 
year of $69,462,450. 


Total Expenditures Near $700,000,000¢ 
For the year 1910 the appropriations al- 
ready have been made, and the amount which 
will be expended can be foretold with ap- 
proximate accuracy. In making the esti- 
mates for these expenditures I have taken 
the gross appropriations for the year, $1,044,- 
000,000, and deducted the appropriations for 
the postoffice department, $235,000,000, tha 
sinking fund, $60,000,000, the national bank 
fund, $30,000,000, and Panama canal ex- 
penses, $37,000,000, and have added the offi- 
cial estimate for the postal deficiency for the 
year, $20,000,000, showing a probable total 
of expenditures of 5700, 000, 000. In fact, it 
ig hardly possible that this total amount will .

Hope to End Undervaluation. 


“The extent ot the undervaluations prac- 
ticed under existing law is variously esti- 
mated ot aon 9 to 25 per cent of the reve- 
nue collection. If any considerable n 
of this practice is corrected oe te eee 
sions I have alluded to we can certainly 
safely add $5,000,000 to the estimate of reve- 
nue in the year 1910, making a total esti- 
mate of revenue for 1910, $345,000,000. 

Increase in population and better business 
conditions will increase exports. The cus- 
toms receipts for the thirty-nine business 
days from March 1 to April 15, inclusive, 
increased, as compared with the gorrespond- 
ing days in 1908, $12,081 008, or an average 
daily increase of $261,545. This increase 
seems to be progressive, as the report for 
the last day which I have, April 16, shows re- 
,ceipts from all sources $2,072,071, as com- 
pared with receipts of $1,283,321 on the corre- 
sponding day of last year. The total receipts 
from customs for the first sixteen days of 
April are $15,976,106, against $11,089,277 in 
April of last year, and the statement of the 
ist to the 16th of April shows an excess of 
receipts over expenditures this year of 6312. 
929.92, as inst an excess of expenditures 
over receipts of the corresponding period of 
last year of $6,618,925.88. 

“There is no incentive for these enlarged 
importations except improved business con- 
ditions of the country and reduced stocks of 
imported merchandise. The character of the 
legislation proposed furnishes no reason for 
accelerated imports, as there are practically 
no rates above the rates imposed by the act 
of 1897. 


Surplus of $30,000,000 in 1911. 


“The estimates which I have made of in- 
creased revenues are most conservative. If 
the same rate of Increase which has obtained 
since the first of March should be applied to 
the eight months of the financial year 1910, 
not covered by the period of improvement 
in this year, we should then have an increase 
over the receipts for the present fiscal year— 
say $205,000000—of $54,401,365, making a 
total of $349,401,000, without taking into ac- 
count the additional sources of revenue pro- 
vided for. 

For the year 1911 I have estimated an in- 
crease of revenues of $40,000,000 and a re 
duction of expenditures af $35,000,000, a con- 
sequent surplus of $30,000,000. This surplus 
would certainly continue under normal busi- 
ness conditions, and there can be no reason- 
able question of the sufficiency of the senate 
bill to provide adequate revenue.

Asks New Bond Legislation. 

“In estimating the treasury surplus 1 
have assumed that ‘canal donds can ba 
sold from time to time to an amount which 
will reimburse the treasury for all payments 
on account of the canal and that they are 
now available for that purpose. Further 
legislation, however, will be necessary in 
thig bill to secure that result. 

“The controller of the treasury has held 
that $60,000,000 of the amount paid 1s not re- 
imbursable under the provisions of existing 
law. Existing legislation only authorizes 
the issue of 2 per cent bonds, which must be 
sold at not less than par. These could only 
be purchased by or for the national banks. 
It. would not be possible to sell a consider- 
2 amount of bonds of thie character at 

par. It therefore will be necessary to au- 
thorize the secretary of the ene a La ng 
bends of a different class. Bonds : 
able at the pleasure of the government after 
‘ few years undoubtedly could be sold ata 
rate not exceeding 8 per cent, and the neces- 
sary authority should be given in this din 
for such purpose.“ 

Stating that he was aware the accomplish- 
ment of the $86,000,000 reduction in expendi- 
tures he had suggested for 1911 in his esti- 
mates would be surrounded with great di- 
pulties, Mr. Aldrich said the rapidity with 
which our national expenditures had in- 
creased within the last three years was a 
source of anxiety, if not alarm. 


Demand End of Extravagance. 


„ Simultaneously with the reduction in re- 
of $00,000,000 from 1907 to 1008 we 
‘have had an increase in expenditures of 
$120,000,000,”" he said. It is but fair to say. 
however, that whep the appropriations for 
the year 1908 were made the country had 
not been overtaken by the panic of 1907. 
But a different condition existed when the 
appropriations for the year 1910 were made. 
The fact that the appropriations were less 
than the estimates does not relieve congress 
from responsibility for unprecedented ex- 
travagances. No excuse whatever can be 
found for similar legislation in the future. 

It ts important in the interests of the 
public service that a radical change in the 
procedure with reference to appropriations 
should be made. It should be the function 
of the committee on public expenditures to 
take into consideration, before the appro- 
priation bills are received from the house, the 
estimates and needs of the various depart- 
ments and report their recommendations to | 
the senate in order that responsibility for 
future extravagances may be fixed clearly. 

From an investigation more or less su- 
perficial I am satisfied that the appropria- 
tions made last year could have been reduced 
at least $50,000,000 without impairing the 
efficiency of the public service. We have, 
within the last few years, created many un- 
necesssary bureaus and multiplied employés 
beyond the possibility of efficient work. 

I may be asked what would happen if it 
should be found I have been oversanguine 
or inaccurate in my statements of condi- 
tions. What shall we do if the revenues 
actually received are less than those I have 
anticipafed and large deficiencies are threat- 
ened? I answer with emphasis that it then 
would be the imperative duty of congress to 
reduce expenditures and make them conform 
to actual revenue conditions and not to im- 
pose new and onerous taxes

At the conclusion of Mr. Daniel’s remarks 
Mr. Aldrich sent to the clerk's desk a copy of 
a senate debate held Feb. 21, 1804, in which

Senator Beveridge of Indiana gave the sen- 
ate his ideas concerning the revenue that 
may be produced through the taxation of 
co tions in an amendment to the tariff 
bill which he introduced. .The measure pro- 
vides that every corporation doing business 
tn the Usited States in the line of manufac- 
turing, ing (including the production & 
oll and natural gas), transportation, or mer- 
cantile business, or in the transmission of 
intelligence by telegraph or telephone, or in 
the production of electricity or gas, or in 
any other public service enterprise, ‘shall 
pay in each year a tax of one-tenth of 1 per 
cent on its gross receipts. 

The bill exempts dividends or interest from 
the stocks or bonds of corporaticns which 
already have been assessed for taxation upon 
their gross receipts from the gross receipts 
of another company. Under the terms ot the 
amendment it shall be the duty of the cor- 
porations to submit schedules showing their 
gross receipts for the fiscal year to the dol- 
lector of the internal revenue of the district 
in which their principal office is situated.

Reno, Nev., Judge Decides He 
Has No Jurisdiction in Case.

NOT RESIDENT OF STATE. 


Papers: Served Upon E. H. Sothern 
Without Value Before Law. 


Reno, Nev., Aprif 19.—[{Special.J—One of 
the most important legal decisions ever 
written in the District court of the state of 
Nevada was handed down in the Seo- 
ond jidicia) District court by Pudge W. H. A. 
Pike of Reno, when in an elaborate opinion 
on the marriage and divorce laws of Névada 
he announced his refusal to entertain juris- 
diction of the proceedings begun last July 
by Virginia Harned Sothern, the actress, 


7 divorce from E. H. Sothern. 


Judge Pike's decision, condensed, settles 


Harned Sothe 
from her husband unless either he or her 
husband comes to state and takes up 
such a fesidence herd as proves conclusively 
a bona fide intention to remain here. 


“Both Are Nonresidents. 

The particular point settled is that on the 
complaint filed by a nonresidént plaintiff with 
a process served on a nonresident defendant, 
who happens to be temporarily in the state, 
no jurisdiction is secured for,the purpose of 
allowing a divorce decree. 

Such was Mrs. Sothern’s case. She never 
came to Nevada, so far as can be learned, 
‘contenting herself with signing her petition 
in the east, forwarding it to Nevada, where it 
wae served, on Mr: Sothern After the lapse 
of the prescribed time the testimony of Mrs. 
Sothern was offered in deposition form. 
Sothern was not in court. 


Sees State Rights Violated. 

Mrs. Sothern relied.on a part of the djvorce 
law which allows a decree based on service 
of papers on the defendant in the county 
where he may be found.” Judge Pike de- 
clares this means where he may be found as 
a bona fide resident of the state.” He in- 
‘sists that thé ‘divdree. laws have to do with 
merely the status or condition of residents of 
the state, and that authority to change that 
| statue must come through the fact of resi- 
| dence. 

He outlines in his opinion that it would be 
but a slight further stretch of judicial con- 
struction and legislative power if it should 
} be declared that the Nevada judges might 
divorce the people of any state, without 
troubling them to leave, and he invokes the 
doctrine of state sovereignty to the rule that

Boston, Mass., April 19.—Under a burning 
sun which sent the mercury up to midsum- 
mer figures, Henry Renaud, a French-Cana- 
dian weaver of Nashua, N. H., pushed his 
way through a great field of runners and won 
the thirteenth annual Patriots’ day Marathon 
run of the Boston Athletic association over 
the course of about twenty-five miles, from 
Ashland to this city.

FOR A LIBRARY INQUIRY. 
The report of the committee of the 

ub upon defects in our public libra- 
ry service involves charges too important 
to be lost in any conflict of partisans. 
Tus Trisuns, as we already have said, 
is not now interested either in the alleged 
ambitions of Dr. Cigrand or in the exist- 
ence or motives of any alleged plot to 
oust Mr. Hild. : 

What Tue Trisune is interested in is 
the question now raised whether our pub- 
lie library is fulfilling as it should the 
functions of a modern public library in a 
great modern city. This question, Tux. 
TrisuNE submits, should de honestly, 
thoroughly, and competently investigated 
and decisively answered. The responsi- 
bilities, relative and absolute, of Mr. 
Hild, the present library board, or pre- 
vious boards may or may not be appor 
tioned later. What the taxpayers and the 
whole community want to know now is 
whether the library service is, as a mat- 
ter of fact, what it ought to be. 

It is because of this view of the situa- 
tion at the present stage that Tun Trip 
vnn respectfully suggested to the mayor 
the appointment of a disinterested expert 
commission of inquiry. The mayor's re- 
luctance to interfere with the library 
board is one in which we sympathize as 
being a proper recognition of the dignily 
of that body and of the freedom of offi- 
cial ection. It may be this difficulty 
might be avoided by the board’s appoint- 
ing such a commission, though, owing to 
the charges by Mr. Hild’s friends, a 
commission so chosen might be charged 
with bias. } 
Despite those complications, which we 
believe are not really important, Tun 
TRIBUNE once more urges the appoint- 
ment of the commission. The criticisms 
embodied in the City club report are 
serious. The city spends two millions s 
year on its library, and if it is to be com- 
pensated adequately the library service 
should be as broadly useful as possible. 
It is significant that the defenses of Mr. 
Hild from ex-officials and the praise of 
the library management published in the 
press do not in a single case touch upon 
the phases of library work, in which, ac- 
cording to the City club’s criticism, our 
library service is lacking. 

A great public library should be a vital 
adjunct of the public school. It shouid 
be an intrinsic part of the city’s educa- 
tional system. It should not be merely a 
repository for books, a place of refereace 
for the educated and the adult. On the 
contrary, it should have as its chief 
function the active encouragement of 
reading in the young. 

It may be our library is not defective 
on the directly educational side. It has 
been charged that it is, The question is 
important enough to justify expert in- 
quiry, the comparative study of the libra- 
ry service of other cities, the study of 
our own conditions, and a fair and en- 
lightened recommendation for such 
changes and extensions as prove to be 
desired and possible. 

No one having the interest of the com- 
munity and of the library at heart can 
object to such action. .

THE CHARTER BILLS, 

The house. committee on Chicago char- 
ter legislation will begin tomorrow the 
consideration of the eleven bills which 
have been referred to it. A majority of 
the members of the committee are from 
this city. They understand the legislation 
which is asked for and the pressing need 
of much of it. Whatever they may do 
as to one or two contentious bills they 
will make a favorable report on the more 
important ones. 
Something more than thet is needed. 
It is essential that the other members of 
the committee, representing . districts 
which will not be directly affected by the 
charter bills, should be convinced that the 
leading ones are urgency measures which 
deserve their support in committee and in 
the house. Chicago wants all the coun- 
try votes it can get for legislation which 
it can show is necessary for efficient local 
government. The Chicago delegations 
which are to visit the capital can play a 
useful part in explaining matters not 
merely to the country members of the 
committee, some of whom are old legiala- 
tors and understand the situation, but to 
members not on the committee and not 
so well informed. 

The most valuable charter bills are the 
subject of little controversy and ere at 
the head of the list of eleven. This justi- 
fies the hope that they will be reported 
out speedily so that they may come up for 
passage before the house begins thin- 
ning out under the influence of warmer 
weather. 


THE COMMISSION PLAN. 

Following upon a report of a special 
legislative committee, a bill for the com- 
mission, or Galveston-Des Moines mu- 
nicipal government, plan has been report- 
ed favorably to the senate. 

The bill, described recently in Tun 
TRIBUND, provides that upon a petition of 
one-tenth of the voters of a city or town 
the commission plan may be submitted 
to the people at a special election, and, 
upon an affirmative vote, shall become the 
form of government. 

This form provides a greatly simplified 
system, which thus far has worked suc- 
cessfully where adopted. The Illinois plan 
need not be adopted, of course, where it 
is not wanted, and is impracticable for 
such a city as Chicago, for which, indeed, 
it is not intended. It has, however, the 
support of leading citizens and business or 
civic associations in Springfield, Bloom- 
ington, Peoria, Joliet, East St. Louis, 
Galesburg, Moline, Rotk Island, Rock- 
ford, and some other cities. It is a meas- 
ure of local self-government, and even if 
the commission plan may as yet be said 
to be in the experimental stage we be- 
lieve the cities and towns of Illinois should 
be given the power to adopt it. Respon- 
sible citizens of these IIlinois cities com- 
plain with reason of the defects in their 
municipal organization. Chicago and Chi- 
cago’s representatives should sympathize 
with and assist every honest and intelli- 
gent effort for relief made by our sister 
cities.

He is the confidential 
Valet and body servant of the emperor, who 
has employed him as such for years, and 
who. accords him the utmost confidence. 
Living at a distance from the capital, either 
at Tsarskoye-Selo or Peterhof, and rerely 
pein St. burg, the czar makes 
abundant use of the telephone in communi- 
cating with his ministers, the generals, and 
the principal dignitaries of the government, 
while they report to him in the same way. 
The telephone is in the czar's own work: 
room, and his aids-de-camp and chamber- 
laine are in the ante-chambers, out of ear- 
shot, while the only person with him in 
his study when he is working there is Krotoff. 
It is Krotoff who answers the calls on the 
telephone, and it is he, too, who calls up 
the dignitaries with whom the emperor 
wishes to communicate. In nine cases out 
of ten it is Krotoff who speaks over the 
telephone in the name of the czar, and it 
was through him that Izgwoleki received the 
curt message of imperial en ah oh which 
le? him to tender his resignation of the 
office of minister of foreign affairs, Krotoff, 
efter conferring with the monarch, intimet- 
ing to him that the czar would let him 
know when he was ready to dispense with 
his services. , 
— 


While, of course, ministers, statesmen, and 
generals are inclined to resent receiving or- 
dere through a valet, and being only able to 
reach their sovereign through him, it is a 
natural consequence of the absence of the 
emperor from his capital and of the free 
use of the telephone. Nor can the czar, who 
hes found since his accession to the throne 
o many cases of treachery and of selfish 
imtrigue in hie entourage, be blamed for 
making use in confidential matters of a tried 
and faithful servant who has been in at- 
tendance on him for years, both by day and 
night, and whom he knows to be blindly and 
absolutely devoted to him. : 

Thus far, however, Nicholas has given 
no evidence of any intention to follow the 
example of hig ancestor, Emperor Paul, who, 
finding his more amusing and inter- 
esting than his ministers or courtiers, raised 
him to the rank of privy councilor, of 
count, and even of prince. In fact, the 
Princes Kutusoff are the descendants of this 
trusted and clever barber of Emperor Paul.

Although Sir Humphrey de Trafford 
been for several years past involved in 
clal troubles that heve engaged the 
tion of the tribunals, especially of the 
ruptcy court, yet he has neverthele 
aged to live quite.comfortably, with a 
somely appointed flat in London a 
charming country place known as the Chest- 
nuts, at Great Bowden, in Leiceatershire— 
that is to say, in the heart of the hunting 
country. This was owing to the fact that 
these two residences and their contents were 
owned by Lady de Trafford, and have thus 
escaped from her husband's creditors. 

Last year, however, Sir Humphrey, being 
in urgent.need of ready money, for the 
settlement, it is understood, of debts of 
honor, which have to be paid, whereas or- 
dinary creditors can weit, he induced his 
wife. to sign a series of documents, which 
included bills of sale 6f practically all that 
she hat is to say, of the resi- 
dences in London and in Leicestershire, with 
all their contents, the horses, carriages, fur- 
niture, the bric-A-drac, pictures, in fact, 
everything. Lady de Trafford, who has been 
and still remains a famous beauty, claime 
that she signed these bills of sale at her 
husband’e request, without being aware of 
their purport. Be this as it may, he gave 
them as security for loans obtained from 
professional usurers, and, as the money was 
not repaid, the loan mongers have availed 
themselves of the bills of sale to seize the 
property. 

> 


Lady de Trafford is now appealing to the 
courts to set aside the bills of sale, on the 
ground that she received no consideration 
and derived no benefit from them, that she 
was unaware of their purport, and thet, un- 
less ghe shall obtain this redress from the 
courts she will be left not only penniless 
but absolutely destitute—that is to say, with- 
out home or belonging. The case ip still 
before the courts, and the only chance in 
her favor seems to be the fact that the 
usurers to whom the bills of sale were as- 
signed, and who have seized her property, 
are not registered under the moneylenders’ 
act, as required by statute. 

While a good deal of sympathy is felt for 
“Lady de Trafford, there is less for Sir Hum- 
phrey, who has not only displayed an alto- 
gether remarkable ingenuity for evading his 
obligations but is also much blamed for thus 
sacrificing all his wife's property. 

Sir Humphrey is the chief of one of the 
oldest families in England, and is the twenty- 
ninth in uninterrupted line of male descent 
from the founder of his family, Randulphus 
of Trafford, whose name figures in ancient 
records still extant as having flourished in 
the reign of King Canute the Dane, and as 
having died about twenty years before the 
Norman conquest—that is to say, nine cent- 
ur les ago. 

Hie son, Robert, figured at the court of 
King Edward the Confessor, and, according 
to tradition, hid all his money, jewels, and 
other valuebles under the floor of a barn at 
Trafford when the Norman conquerors in- 
vaded Lancashire. In order to divert sus- 
picion from the hiding place he set his men 
to thrashing corn on the floor of the barn 
beneath which his valuables. were hidden. 
The ruse proved successful, and is commem- 
orated to this day by the thrasher and flail 
which figure in the armorial bearings of the 
De Traffords,

What Newmarket is to the sporting world 
in England, as the training ground for great 
racehorses, Totis is for the Austrian, Hun- 
garian, and German turf, with this differ- 
ence—that, whereas Newmarket heath be- 
longs to the Jockey club, Totis is the private 
property of the Esterhazys. 

If I mention this it is because the master 
and owner of Totis, perhaps the most mag- 
nificent country seat in all Hungary, has 
just been gathered to his fathers, leaving a 
widow, who was born Princess Lobkowits, 
and a 15 year old son to inherit his great 
wealth. Count Francis, who was in his fif- 
tleth year, had inherited Totis about four- 
teen years ago from his uncle, Count Nich- 
olas Esterhazsy, the founder of the Austrian 
Jockey club; and it is no exaggeration to 
say that there has hardly been a successful 
horse on the Austrian turf that has not 
been trained at Totis, where there are not 
one but several private racecourses and the 
most wonderful stables.

Count Piancts while devoted to racing, 
showed no h predilection as his uncle for 
dramatic and lyric art. Nicholas built at 
Totis a private theater, at an expense of 
$150,000, where until his death he main- 
tained all the year round a first class op- 
eratic company, who produced from. time 
to time operas written by meritorious com- 
posers, but whose names were not suffi- 
ciently known to gain the acceptance of their 
pieces in the great capitals of Europe. He 
spent each year 4 sum of $50,000 on the 
education of dramatic artists, and at the 


| time of hie death there were no less than 


ten students, male and female, at the Vienna 
Imperial Conservatory of Music who were 
Mving entirely at his expense. He was also 
wont to keep in his pay the whole year round 
two or three talented painters, who lived 
with him at the castle at Totis, while as a 
master of foxhounds his name was familiar 
throughout the hunting world. 

The late Count Francis Esterhazy and his 
uncle, Nicholas, belonged to the non-media- 
tized and non-princely branch of this an- 
elent family, whose chief might be today 
king of Hungary had they so willed it, for 
the first Napoleon made a definite offer of 
the throne and crown of St. Stephen to 
the Prince erhazy of hig day, with the 
object of seducing him from his allegiance

TOLL OF TRAIN ACCIDENTS. 


Commerce Commission 
Decrease in Last Three 
Months of 1908.

Washington, D. C., April 19.—There were 
184 people killed and 2,924 injured in train 
accidents during the three months ending 
Dec. 81 last, according to the interstate com- 
merce commission report today. Other 
kinds of accidents, tncluding those to em- 
ployés while at work and to passengers in 
getting on or off cars, etc., bring the total 
number of casualties up to 17,644 (798 killed 
and 16,846 injured).

Interstate Commission Sceks to 
Dissolve Injunction. 


RAILROADS ASK FOR DELAY. 


Rate Clerks Meet to Plan New Two and 
One-Half Cent Fares. 


Arguments in the Missouri river rate case, 
involving the reduction of through freight 
rates from the Atlantic seaboard to the Mis- 
souril river, by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, will be heard this morning before 
Judges Grosscup, Baker, and Kohlsaat of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The case was post- 


poned from yesterday on account of the ab- 


sence of Judge Baker. 

The case comes before the court on a mo- 
tion by the interstate commerce commission 
to dissolve the temporary injunction issued 
last fall, restraining the commission from re- 
ducing the rates. The railroads have intro- 
duced testimony of shippers to show dis- 
crimination against interior points like Cleve- 
land, Chicago, and St. Louis as grounds for 
a permanent injunction. 

In the brief filed yesterday by District At- 
torney Sims and Luther M. Walter, attorney 
.for the commission, it is contended that the 
only basis for a claim of discrimination in 
favor of Kansas City, Omaha, etc., is that 
the rates to those cities were the only ones 
upon which the commission was asked to 
pass. 

Would Hit Commission’s Power. 

The brief declares that an order declaring 
the rates established in this case illegal would 
strike at the power of the commission. 

The railroads have filed a motion for delay 
on the ground that additional testimony has 
been taken by the Missouri river olties since 
the railroads closed their case. This will be 
opposed by the commission on the ground 
that the railroads are simply seeking to save 
the $10.000 to $12,000 a month involved in the 
reductions ordered, 

Attorneys for the railroads are engaged in 
preparing a petition for an injunction in the 
Kindel case. in which the commission re- 
duced the through rates from Chicago to 
Denver for the same reasons as those on 
which the Missouri river case is based— 
namely: that the through rates should be less 
than the sums of the local rates. 


Elected by St. Paul Road.

Rate Clerks Meet Today. 

A meeting of the rate clerks of the Missouri 
railroads will be held here today to prepare 
local passenger tariffs on the basis of 2% a 
mile, to go into effect May 1. This was made 
necessary by the independent action of the 
Burlington and Rock Island on Friday in an- 
nouneing the 2% cent rate, after the 3 cent 
rate had beén enjoined. 

The hearing in the government's suit 
against the Santa Fé railway for alleged vio- 
lations of the nine hour law will be resumed 
this morning, when Judge Landis is tq take 
the case from the jury. 

Interstate Commerce Commissioner Prouty 
will conduct a hearing today on the complaint 
of the Fairmont Creamery company against 
the Illinois Central and other roads in the 
matter of cream rates.
